Record Budget 
Of 56 Billions 
Given Congress 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7—(AP)— 
Bespeaking the determination of 
the United States to “Pay what- 
ever price we must to preserve 
our way of life,” President Roose- 
velt called today for a war budget 
of $56,000,000,000 for the next 
fiscal year, $9,000,000,000 of new 
taxes on top of all existing ‘axes, 
and unprecedented borrowing that 
would send the federal debt above 
$110,000.000,000. 

“This is a war budget.” he said 
in his annual budget message to 
congress. “Its magnitude and com- 
position depend on events at the 
battlefronts of the world . . . Noth- 
ing short of @ maximum will suf- 
fice. I cannot predict ultimate costs 
because I cannot predict the chang- 
ing fortunes of war. I can say 
only that we are determined to pay 
whatever price we must to preserve 
our way of life.”

President Roosevelt's address to 
Congress on “the state of the Union” 
was also, because of the circum- 
stances of the day, an address to the 
nations on the state of the world. Alike 
to friend and foe he made plain, to the 
accompaniment of ringing applause 
from the members, that the one all-en- 

rossing item on the agenda of the 
United States is to push the fighting 
against the Axis powers until victory is 
achieved, such a victory as will make 
possible the establishment of an endur- 
ing peace. . 

The figures which Mr. Roosevelt 
gave as to the production this year and 
next of planes, tanks, guns and mer- 
chant ships are astounding. To no 
other country in the world would such 
an undertaking be possible. The plan 
simply means that productive industry 
in the United States is to be centred on 
war equipment, with civilian require- 
ments curtailed as this may require. 

The cost of turning out these sup- 
plies, while carrying on war on a broad- 
ening scale, is placed at $56,000,000,000 
during the coming fiscal year. So 
stated, the figures are only bewildering 
tc the average person. But what they 
will mean to the individual in terms of 
taxes and bonds is comprehensible to 
Canadians, because we are already 
spending at nearly two-thirds this rate 
in proportion to our population. 

There are to be no restrictions as to 
where United States fighting forces are 
employed. The enemy is to be hit and 
hit again “wherever and whenever we 
can reach him,” whether in the Orient 
or in Europe or elsewhere. : 

The objective —not merely to win 
battles and “call it a day,” but “to 
maintain the security of -the peace 
which will follow.” 

This is the program by which the 
United States is to participate in the 
war; the forecast summary of what the 
Japanese accomplished in their attack 
on Pearl Harbor. It is a program of 
all-out participation in an all-out war. 
Nothing less than this was to be ex- 
pected, for the nation is united as it 
never was before and stirred by resent- 
ment never so keen. 

With the United States thus setting 
the pace, it will be the part of Canada 
and-each other Allied country to bring 
its exertions into line, as population 
and resources permit. That done, we 
may count with assurance on smash- 
ing the aggressor conspiracy, however 
long it may take; and also on establish- 
ing conditions which will save the next 
generation from another “bath of 
blood.” 


Petain Next? 


The Paris newspapers, which are of 
course patterned to suit the Nazi rulers 
of unoccupied France, are waging a hot 
campaign against Marshal Petain, be- 
cause of his New Year speech. What 
particularly angers them is his plea 
that Berlin ease off in its treatment of 
the French people “so that France's 
dignity can be restored”, 

Just why so obvious a statement of 
cause and effect should provoke wrath 
anywhere in France would be puzzling 
if the position of the critics were not 
known. Men who write with a firing 
squad just around the corner cannot 
afford to hesitate when they are told 
to call black white. That the dignity 
of France is in need of restoring, and 
never can be restored while Frenchmen 
are treated as serfs, is hardly a subject 
for argument. 

Is it just because Petain thus con- 
fessed that the armistice he engineered 
has reduced France to the status of a 
slave state that the Nazi authorities 
are subjecting him to a blitzkrieg of 
condemnation? That is not likely. No 
one knows better that this is the posi- 
tion to which France was deliberately 
reduced, and in no quarter can the fact 
give greater satisfaction than to the 
gloaters at Paris. 

What is evidently intended is that 
Petain be so completely discredited he 
will resign, or can be compelled to re- 
sign. He has served Berlin's turn, but 
circumstances have arisen in which it 
would be advantageous to bring all 
France directly under Nazi rule, or 
Laval rule, which would be the same 
thing. It looks very much as though 
Petain is slated to walk the plank, 


Tokyo Still Waits 


At the end of four weeks of fight-

ing the Japanese are not by any means | 


having things all their own way, 
which they no doubt hoped. Nor so 
much their own way aS they might 
with reason have expected. 

In China they suffered a staggering 
blow at the week-end, In Malaya their 
overwhelming numbers have not yet 
gained them a position from which to 
attack Singapore. In the Philippines 
the American and native troops are 
keeping a Japanese army of 175,000 
men busy. And five hundred miles 
south of Manila a squadron of United 
States bombers blasted a Nippon bat- 
tleship and sank a destroyer, 


—— 
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In all areas the bead prepared 
Japanese attack is at its peak. In none 
of them has Allied strength been 
heavily increased; in some not at all. 
How the position will be affected as 
Allied air power, naval power and man- 
power is reinforced must be plain even 
to the “dazzled and dizzy” expansion- 
ists at Tokyo. The going must ob- 
viously get harder for them as resist- 
ance develops, and the difficulties and 
risks of maintaining large forces at the 
end of long communication lines mul- 
tiply. 

That the plotters are quite satis- 
fied with the advantages they have 
gained through treachery is to be 
doubted. Some advantages they have 
gained, of course, but none of decisive 
import, and victory is no nearer their 
grasp than it was four weeks ago. The 
best they can see in prospect is pro- 
longed and growingly bitter fighting in 
a remote theatre. That is not what 
they hoped for when they broke up a 
peace conference of their own propos- 
ing by stabbing a friendly nation in the 

ac 


The Allies have had bad news from 
the South Pacific, They expected that. 
But the listeners in Tokyo must be 
feeling some apprehension as they wait 
for the news they hoped would come 
speedily when they launched their 
assassin blows.

As a disagreeable variant from 
shooting French hostages, Nazi firing 
Squads in occupied France are now en- 
gaged in shooting their comrades for 
“mutiny”. Why or how they mutiny 
is not stated; perhaps they have not 
shown a satisfactory enthusiasm for 
murdering Frenchmen who have com- 
mitted no crimes. There must be here 
and there a man with a conscience even 
in the Nazi uniform.

Russia may emerge from the world 
conflict as the dominant power in Europe, 
On our west we may be threatened with a 
colation dominated either by Chinese or 
Japanese. 

In the new world which we all hope 
for, it will be a fine piece of insurance to 
have Canada and the United States lined 
up side by side in a close union for defense 
of the North American way of life.

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Not Relief 

Editor, Bulletin: Having been a mem- 
ber of the Alberta Legislature from 1930 
to 1935, I wish to bring to the attention of 
the members who sat with me at that time, 
and when we were debating relief in 1932 
and onward to 1935, also debating the 
returned soldiers who were made hoboes 
out of after the last war—those men riding 
the rods, standing on street corners in rags 
and begging; then when the relief came up 
in 1932, I for one in the legislature, fought 
against it tooth and nail. 

I proposed work and wages for every 
able-bodied man in the Dominion of Can- 
ada because Canada was supposed to be a 


free country and I made the statement: 


“We have a country larger than the United 
ed States with over 600,000 square miles, 
with ten millions of people in it and if we 
cannot find work for these people in a 
country as large as we have, if they have 
to live on $7.00 or $8.00 a month as some 
of them have to do, then it would be just 
as well to give our country away to some 
other country who would give them work- 
ing wages, or they will take it away from 
us in the near future.” 

At this point, Mr. Brownlee, who was 
Premier of Alberta at that time, asked me 
the question: “Where is the money coming 
from?” and I replied “from the same place 


it did in 1914 to fight a war that accom- 
plished nothing.” But they continued with 
their scheme of relief, the worst thing that 
ever happened to any country. They even 
sent able-bodied men out in camps at 20 
cents a day. I told them it was the worst 
thing any government could do. It would 
spoil the morale of our youth, which it 
has done, without a doubt in the world, 
and sent them riding the rods as the re- 
turned soldier had done before them. 

I would like to make another state- 
ment at the present time. It seems to me 
that the statements I made from 1932 0 
1935 are coming very true, and something 


| must be done at once for a complete war 
| effort. 


What I mean by that is, the Fed- 


' eral government should take the finance 


and natural resources of the country, or 
in other words conscript finance and nat- 
ural resources together with man and wo- 
man power and put them in training a 
once as I proposed to do with the unem- 
ployed in 1932 when I made the statement 
in the legisltture that I would rather see 
my sons if they were forced to go on relief, 
go into camps at $1.10 a day as our soldiers 
received in 1914, with food, clothing and 
shelter, and train them, not for war, but 
for self-defence! to build roads and all 
kinds of public works, because Canada has 
become a nation and in the near future we 
will have to defend this Canada of ours— 
and what with? We have absolutely noth- 
ing. If we had started training our youth 
at that time instead of putting them on 
relief we could now have quite an army 
fit for service today. 

If the above all-out policy is put into 
effect, there were five from my family in 
the last war and there would be twelve in 
this one—thirteen including myself. 

I hope and pray that something of this 
sort will come into effect because if not, 
the statement I made in 1933 will surely 
come true,

Finances and War 


Editor, Bulletin: It is stated that Rrem- 
fer Aberhart’s remarks concerning war 
finance tend to cause a lack of confidence 
in war-time investment; the present writer 
cannot agree, i.e., that they must neces- 
sarily do so, 

If newpapers fearing this effect would 
verify, by reference to the public man 
concerned, his exact meaning; the damage, 
if any, could surely be avoided. 

Assuming your earnestness in getting 
at the truth of this matter, it is suggested 
that Mr. Aberhart be requested to answer 
the following questions; 

You were quoted, in a recent speech, as 
follows: “Experience of past wars has 
taught us that, under the present monetary 
system, huge national war debts are piled 
up... and that these debts can never be 
repaid, , . .” 

In order to avoid confusion would you 
state just what you mean when you say 
that “these debts can never be repaid.” 

(1) Do you mean that an amount equal 
to the original loans will always be owed 
by the government to some constituent of 
the financial system? 

(2) If so, is it true that an individual 
investor would receive interest, as due, 
and, at maturity, be paid the principal of 
his investment? 

(3) If this is true, how does the gov- 
ernment get the money to do s0? 

The premier’s answers may be antici- 
pated, for we all know that it is a fact that 
the original debts for the Battle of Wa- 
terloo; for the South African War; for the 
Great War 1914-18, are still outstanding. 

We also know that individual investors 
are always paid, both interest and prin- 
cipal. 

The answer to the third question 
would clear up the second, for the gov- 
ernment simply renews the loans at ma- 
turity, to pay the individual investors; but 
note that the amount of the original loans 
are not reduced, even though millions of 
dollars had been paid, in interest, over 
the years, 

If newspapers would explain this pro- 
cess, no lack of confidence would develop. 

Under the present system, or under a 
moné@tary reform system, their investment 
would be safe. But under the latter, no 
ballooning of debt would result—as time 
went on; with progressive enslavement of 
the people, to the monetary power. 

Please think this over: The. national 
debt of Canada has increased since 1914 
by over 500%. 

In Premier Aberhart’s view the federal 
government has the legal power to issue 
its own debt-free money; and who will say 
in his heart, “it can’t be done.” en

Clear Thinking as Essential to « 


Victory as Straight 


Shooting

Yesterday I tried to show, in this space, 
the imperative need for a social objective 
in this war. I pointed out that our young 
people would never develop that whole- 
hearted zeal for offense, (as contrasted 
with defence), which is essential to vic- 
tory, until they are made to see that the 
winning of the war will 
mean the attainment of 
some of those social pur- 


poses of which they 
dreamed in times of 
peace, 


In some way, their war 
life will have to be made 
an extension, a continua- 
tion or even a consum- 
mation of their peace life. 
Somewhere at the end of 
the war-road must lie the 
answer to those social 
perplexities that have 
bedeviled youth for the past 
years, 

This means that at least half of the war 
effort must be an intellectual effort. It 
must be an intellectual effort, first to 
solve the economie problems which always 
threaten social security, and, secondly, to 
keep burning those fires of enlightenment 
which alone can consume the shackles of 
world slavery which Hitler would put 
upon us, 

Both victory and progress depend upon 
a state of mind. 

The machinery for inculeating a whole- 
some and vigorous state of mind is no less 
important than the machinery for turning 
out shells and planes and tanks. 


Universities 


In this latter respect, it seems to me 
that the universities have become the very 
keystone of our victory structure. Certain- 
ly they face a far bigger job, during the 
next few years, than institutions of learn- 
ing have had to do since the mediaeval 
Renaissance, 

Indeed, the task they have to accom- 
plish is not unlike the task undertaken by 
the mediaeval universities. These ancient 
seats of learning made it their business to 
straighten out the kinks in human minds. 
They placed less emphasis on instruction 
than on the process of thought. 

They conceived it their duty less to im- 
part facts than to explain the meaning 
and relation of facts, less to teach pro- 
fessions than to teach the art of thinking. 

In a similiar way, our modern universi- 
ties will have to subordinate the produc- 
tion of professional men to the production 
of men and women wlio can think clearly 
and vigorously and fearlessly. 

It is true that physiciahs and engineers 
and economists will have to be turned out 
in great numbers, But even this is a sub- 
sidiary education business to the turning 
out of young folk who possess a healthy, 
hopeful and courageous philosophy of life. 

In these latter years, too much of the 
Prussian philosophical poison has seeped 
into our university life. There has been an

twenty 


over emphasis on the Hegelian brand of 
materialism, the Nietschean creed of force 
and the agnosticism and despair of lesser 
“Aryan” seers, 


There has been an infiltration of that 
humanism which scoffs at the trinitarian 
doctrine of three Gods in one Person and 
yet, cheerfully and inconsistently, swal- 
lows the notion of a god composed of two 
billion persons, indivisible and of one 
substance, 

The indivisible, in this latter case, as 
the war shows, seems to have discovered 
the faculty of dividing itself pretty 
sharply. 

It has always been my belief that in- 
Spiration is a higher function of any uni- 
versity than instruction, This would ap- 
pear to be a good time to get back to that 
conception, 

Persecution 


‘As far back as 1933, Hitler manifested 
a consciousness of the menace to his doc- 
trine contained in the free thought of the 
universities, 

Academic territories, therefore, were 
among the first to be taken as victims of 
the Gestapo. 

It was necessary to strangle the voice 
of rational objection, to silence the men 
who could expose the absurdities in Mein 
Kampf. It was necessary, if Hitler was 
to succeeed, to murder thought. 

Thus, from the very moment he came 
into power, Hitler began to force the uni- 
versities to twist their learning into the 
ugly pattern of his dialectic. 

The claim of Naziism to have discovere 
ed the ultimate truths of political philoso- 
phy and to have come to a final reckoning 
with economics, geo-politics, sociology, 
anthropology and theology, brought the 
healthy period of intellectual enquiry to 
a dismal end. 

The schools and universities were 
crammed with demagogues and intellec- 
tual prostitutes. The professors who con- 
tinued to stand for the freedom of the 
human mind and the human will were 
thrown into concentration camps or sum- 


marily shot. 
Antidote 


Hitler’s conviction that the antidote to 
the Nazi venom lay in the universities is 
of high significance to us. 

For if Hitler debased the universities 
in order to survice, it follows that a stimu- 
lation of our universities will help to bring 
about his destruction, 

It should be the duty of our centres of 
learning to concentrate as never before 
on a solution to our economic problems in 
order to give our young men that social 
ghiscisve without which they cannot fight 
well, 

It should be the duty of our educational 
machinery to clear out of every young 
mind those muddied doctrines that pre- 
vent us from understanding the sweet- 
ness of liberty and the beauty of life. 

Enlightenment is our greatest weapon 
against Hitler and those vicious things for 
which Hitler stands. 

This should be the great age of the 
universities. Nothing should be permitted 
to tie their hands,

Tearmament was going too far, and were 
actually trying to persuade the western 
powers to clamp down on Hitler. They 
had become appalled at what he was doing 
tothe German nation over which he held 
so magnetic a sway. They feared he would 
lead the nation into a war of unlimited 
dimensions. 

Every step forward encountered the 
opposition of some of the generals. 
Fritsch refused to, undertake the Austrian 
coup. Beck resigned over Czechoslovakia. 
And agents of the generals warned the 
British and French that Munich would 
mean war, not peace. 

Hitler’s speech on September 26, 1938, 
the Sportspalast, Berlin—the speech 
making war inevitable, and answering 
President Roosevelt's peace plea over the 
Sudeten question—was not attended by a 
single army officer and Hitler spoke as 
though he were the only military element. 

From the outbreak of war until the 
Russian campaign no more was heard of 
opposition from generals, Generals Keitel 
and Brauchitsch found they could handle 
Hitler only by treating him as a master- 
mind and, after putting their own military 
suggestions into his brain, effusively credit 
him with “genius.” This fantastic theatre 
convinced the rest of the world of Hitler's 
military genius, but it did not convince 
the generals, who knew who was respons- 
ible for the succession of brilliant mililary 


victories,

An all time record was achieved 
when money orders totalling 
$6,095,375.70 were cashed through 
Edmonton's post office during 
1941 compared with the previous 
pesk of $5,551,115.88 during the 
1940 calendar year, an increase 
of $544,250.82, according to a 
statement released Wednesday by 
a post office official. 

A record was established also 
when postal notes amounting to 
$353,130.25 were cashed during 1941, 
compared with $308,779.20 in 1940, 
an increase of $44,251.05. 

Post office officials stated Wed- 
nesday that practically al] of the 
$6,500,000 worth of money orders 
and postal notes cashed during 1941 
represented the clearing of pay- 
ments made for mail order business 
in the city, 


STAMP SALES MOUNT 

Stamp sales, eecond and third 
class mail, and cash register revenue 
during 1941 amounted to $767,627.70 
compared with $711,918.77 in 1940, 


an increase of $53,857.12, 

Revenue from the rental of post 
office boxes in 1941 amounted to 
sich compared with $1,769.48 in 

During 1941 money orders valued 
at $546,280.37 were sold compared to 
$509,241.55 in 1940, an inoreasé of 
$37.038.82. Postal notes sold during 
1841 amounted to $46,090.16 com- 
pared with $41,540.37 


ONE BRANCH DROPS 

In only one branch of post: office 
activity was 194) less than in 1940 
This was in the amount of third class 
mail handled. In 1940 revenue from

More than $1,000 additional revenue 
accrued to post office throtigh the 
March federal and provincial elect- 
ions.

the 15 point living cost increase 
be paid all civic employees earn- 
iNg $3,000 or ‘less. 

The city commissioners offered to 
recommend to city council that a 
cost of living bonus of $2 weekly be 
paid to al] married employees and 
single employees with dependents 
earning $2,100 or less, and that a $1 
weekly bonus be paid to unmarried 
employees. 

In suggesting the foregoing offer 
the city commissioners, in their re- 
port to council, stated they had 
taken into consideration a prelim- 
inary survey they had made re- 
garding the financial outlook for 
1942, They assert that, while there 
has been an increase in the assess- 
ment, and it is expected there will 
be a decrease in relief charges, 
these are offset by the absorption 
by the city at large of $43,143, re- 
Presenting the annual debenture 
charges on certain local improve- 
ments which expired in 1941, and 
also the exemption of taxes on the 
home property of enlisted men 
which is expected to reach $35,000 
during the present year. 


BONUS REQUESTED 

The civic employees request 2 
cost of living bonus of $3.75 weekly 
with a $3,000-ceiling. This, if grant- 
ed, would amount to $244,500, in- 
cluding the library board, but ex- 
cluding the school, hospital and 
exhibition boards. The granting of 
the bonuses suggested by the com- 
missioners would entail a total ex-| 
pense in the current year of ap- 
proximately $140,000, covering the 
civic employees as well as the em- 
ployees of the hospital and library 
boards, but doés not include the 
schoo] boards. Inclusion of the lat- 
ter boards would cost an additional 
$30,000.

Normal weight is fundamental to 
health. If you are too fat or too 
thin you are not in your best form 
But normal weight for you is 
strictly an individual matter. It 
depends on your bones. 

Some people are tall with small 
bones, others tall with large bones; 
and some are short with small 
bones, others with big bones. Come 
to think of it, you realize that 
people may be the same height, but 
with different bony structures they 


couldn't weigh the same. The ideal 
weight for the short person with a 
heavy frame might approximate 
that of the tall person with the 
slight frame 

That explains why you can't 
always go by the so-called stan- 
dard weight charts. Framework 
makes such a difference in the 
normal weight allowance that the 
women of five feet four may 


weigh anywhere from 120 pounds 
to 143 pounds and be perfect. — 
For the sake of accuracy, the 
weight charts should list four sets 
of averages: one for the slight 
frame, a second for the medium, a} 
third for the large, and still another | 
set for the people with the excep- 


tionally heavy frames. Even then 
there should be a zone within 
which weight is considered normal 
rather than any specific number of 
pounds. Perfect weight for you is 
that at which you feel best, have 
most endurance and can do your 
best work. This will also be the 
weight at which you look best 

Where do birthdays come in? 
They don't. Because most people 
do take on weight as they get 
along, the “standard” charts al- 
low for an increase. But your 
normal weight at 30 is your best 
weight from then on. Some 
medical authorities believe that 
after 40 it is best to lighten the 
load and be slightly under nor- 
mal weight for your structure. 

In calculating your normal 
weight, allow a basic 100 pounds 


| for five feet of height for a slight 


frame; 105 for five feet for a med- 
ium frame, and 110 pounds for a 
stocky frame. Then for each inch 
over five feet, add five pounds. 
This works in reverse too. Sub- 
tract five pounds for each missing 
inch if you are under five feet tall.

Slightly more than seven pints 
of “whole” blood were shipped 
from Edmonton by way of U.N.R. 
on Tuesday night, following the 
taking of blood from 10 r male

The blood was sent under special 

care of the railway to the Connaught 
Laboratories, Toronto, where it will 
be processed into powder for ship- 
ment to the Allied front for trans- 
fusions for war casualties. 

Blood wil] be obtained from six 
members of the R.C.M.P. at the 
hospital Thursday night. 

If the experimental shipment 
of whole blood is successful a 
permanent blood clinic will be 
established in Edmonton, requir- 
ing services of 2,000 dotors mak- 
ing regular contributions.

A NORTH SEA SUB- 
MARINE BASE, Jan. 7— 
Straight ahead, out across 
the body of water which 
stretches from this rain- 
swept base to the coastline 
opposite, is a German life 
line. 

It sweeps from the iron 
ore mines of Naryik, in Nor- 
way, down to the wharf 
sheds which line the south- 
ernmost coast of the cres- 
cent-shaped Bay of Biscay. 

To cut that life-line is the 
job of the squat, low-lying 
submarines, being fueled 
and re-fitted at the dockside 
of this estuary. It is not 
easy. 

A submarine patrol can be a 
long, nerve-shattering time. Rain 
and fog often blanket this Norih 
Seu, which winter winds can whip 
into 40-foot waves that make rud- 
der and propeller control im- 
possible, if you've the temerity to 
surface after a German ship in 
such weather. 

Shy, apologetic, 26-year-old Lt. 
Dennis of His Majesty's Navy, at- 
tached to this submarine flotilla, 
explained this as we clambereé 
down the slippery, oil-covered 
rungs of a steel ladder into a 
torpedo room on inspection tour. 

In eighteen months this sub- 
marine had been through plenty. 
The Mediterranean first, the North 
Sea later, re-fitting now. They 
were tearing the engines apart, 
painting the heavy metal doors of 
the twin forward tubes, getting 
ready for the next trip out. 


GUNNING FOR

The last line-cutting trip out, 
Dennis said, had been worthwhile. 
It made up for the inactivity of 
two previous trips,

“I watched the depth gauge. We 
could hear the propellers racing 
overhead and then came the depth 
charges. The boat just gave a 
shudder and kept going. But it was 
a strain for some time, always 
waiting for that next one.”
